Suez Canal talks

The Israel Goverament would not 
decide on its participation in the 
proposed “hotel talks” on a Suez 
Canal agreement until it had re- 
ceived official details on the terms 
of the negotiations from the U.S., 
their sponsor; more information had 
also been sought by the Egyptian 
Government, which had similarly 
declined to give its reply to the 
American overtures to date. 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban made 
these statements at an unusual on- 
the-record conference with Israel re- 
porters yesterday afternoon, shortly 
after a sesion with the Knesset, in 
the course of which he answered ἃ 
large number of questions on politi- 
cal issues, Mr. Eban told Mr. Sha- 
lom Cohen (Independent) that the 
Government had before it at pre- 
sent no specific US. proposals for 
guarantees, or any other arrange- 
ment, to support an accord for the 
reopening of the Suez Canal. 


The Government, he added, would 
address itself to proposals for 
guarantees only after all other 
issues had been cleared up. In any 
case, it felt that the best security 
against violations of a special Suez 
agreement was that provided In the 
principles set out by Israel in the 
April 19 memorandum — notably no 
crossing (of the Canal by troops 
east) and no firing (at any time, 
and without time limit). wists 

Mr. Eban repeated a rebuttal of 
U.S, arguments against immediate 
resumption of the flow of Phantom 
aircraft to Israel, which had been 
put out a day earlier in the name 
of political sources. He said Israel 
viewed with alarm the American 
notfon that it had a military edge 
over the Arab states: the fact was 
that the Arabs had enjoyed overall 
superiority compared to Israel as 
far back as May, when the request 
for continuation of the supply of 
Phantoms beyond June had officially 
been made; Israel had every reason 
to believe that, sooner or later, the 
Soviets would deliver to Egypt all 
the weapons they had promised both 
in the May treaty and in the October 
communique: “never has an Egyp- 
tian returned from Moscow empty- 
handed,” said Mr. Eban, noting there 
was no factual ground to define the 
Kremlin's Middle Bast weapons poli- 
cy as one of “restraint.”

Bourguiba urges Israeli, 
Arab federation scheme 


TUNIS (AP). Tunisian Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba said yester- 
day ‘that federation between Is- 
rael and tts Arab neighbours is 
the “only positive solution” to the 
Middle East conflict. 

In an interview with the As- 
sociated Press, the 68-year-old 
President stressed that 20 or 30 
years may elapse before an Arab- 
Israel federation becomes  prac- 
ticable. But, he said, he foresaw 
only a perpetual state of guerrilla 
war as long as Israel refuses to 
conclude un “honourable peace” 
with the Arabs. 

He firmly denied réports that 
he had decided to withdraw from 
the presidency when his present 
five-year term expires in 1074, 
and said if his health permits he 
will seek a fourth term. 

He spoke at length about the 
Middle East and expressed the 
view that Israel “wHl always be 
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the stronger” in open war with 
the Arabs, mainly because of the 
World War II experience of isreel’s 
military commanders. 7 . 

Certain Arab states, particular- 
ly those whose territory was over- 
Tun in 1967, “are ready to make 
peace with israel,” Mr. Bourguiba 
said. “It ts Israel which does not 
want peace. They feel they are 
the stronger. They consider that 
the frontiers they acquired in 1967 
are those with which they can 
hoki fast. I think these frontiers 
can only perpetuate the state of 
war. Yet compromise by both 
sides could bring Israel a true 
peace, a peace with ali these 
countries which could then unite 
in federation.”

Gladys Cooper,

LONDON (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union is now outstripping the U.S. 
and its Nato allies in the develop- 
ment of. new sophisticated wea- 
pons, according to an authorita- 
tive British publication on inter- 
national weaponry. 

This conclusion was drawn in 
this years edition of ‘Janes’ 
Weapons Systems,” published this 
morning. It reported that the 
Soviet Union was now the only 
country in the world to have an 
operational anti-balliatic missile 
system. 

There were also clear indications 
that the Russians had a clear lead in 
supersonic bomber development and 
some kinds of alrborne radar heed 
the new equipment of their na 
presented a formidable challenge 
to the navy of the Nato forces. 

The publication also recorded 
speculation that Israel, India and 
Japan would join the nuclear club.

“The Nahariya instru- 
ment proved itself fully the equal 
of its rival." 

Thet ts why the nine delegates 
are so pleased with themselves. 
They came back loaded with re- 
quests for quotations and offers to 
negotiate. Why Scandinavia? Mr. 
Amnon Altman, deputy chief of the 
Metala and Electronics Division in 
the Ministry of Commerce aud In- 
dustry, explains. Being smaller 
countries with smaller enterprises, 
the Northern States are subcon- 
tract-minded. “Take Volvo: 70 per 
cent of the car is manufactured in 
other factories, ranging as far afield 
as Japan," he says. Wages are 
lower in Israel, which helps. Spe- 
clalist firms in Europe often have 
their order-booka full, If Israelis 
can deliver quickly, that is another 
opening. 

There is also the problem of scale.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Halfa District Court delivered on 
October 30, 1970 (mLT.A. 169/69). 

The Israel Mlectric Corporation, the 
respondents, bought equipment for 
a new power station on credit from 
three foreign suppliers. Under the 
terma of the transaction they had 
to pay the suppliers the purchase 
price, plus seven per cent interest, 
in foreign currency, in six-month; 
ly instalments over a period of five 
years. 

The Haifa Assessing Officer de- 
manded that the Corporation pay in- 
come tax on all the interest pay- 
able to the forelgn suppliers, basing 
hig demand on section 170 of the 
Income Tax Ordinance (mew ver- 
sion). 

This section provides that any 
person who pays a person not resi- 
dent in Israel any income charge- 
able with tax under the Ordinance 
shall deduct therefrom, at the time 
of payment, income tax at a rate 
specified in the Ordinance. 

“Chargeable income” is defined in 
section 1 as being “the aggregate 
‘amount of the income of any per- 
son from the sources specified in 
section 2, remaining after allowing 
for deductions, set-offs and exemp- 
tions.” 

The relevant part of sectlon 2 
provides that: “Income tax shall, 
subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, be payable upon the in- 
come of any person accruing in, 
derived from, or received in, Israel 
in respect of — {1) gains or pro- 
fits from any transaction In the na- 
ture of trade; (4) dividends and in- 
terest or discounts.” 

The Haifa District Court dis- 
missed the Assessing Officer's de- 
mands, whereupon the latter ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court.

Levinson for the 
respondents.

Justice Many, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, not- 
ed at the outset that no one dis- 
puted that the contract between 
the respondents and the suppliers 
had been made outside Israel, that 
none of the suppliers are Israel re- 
sidents, amd that not one of the 
suppliers has a branch or agency in 
Israel 

Tt is clear from the provisions 
of section_170, he then went on to 
hold, that tax would be payable on 
the interest which the respondents 
had paid to these suppliers only if 
the interest accrued in, or were 
derived from, or were received in, 
Israel.

tlon adopted by the Exgiish Courts, 
is not a legal concept but a prac- 
tical, matter-of-fact one (see Fho- 
desia Metals v. Taxes Comm., 1940, 3 
ΑἹ ER. 426); and according to 
that concept the source of the in- 
terest (which is the credit given 
by the foreign suppliers) could not 
possibly be im Israeli. For the credit 
was supplied by companies which 
carry on business abroad, In their 
countries of domicile, and from mo- 
ney which has its source abroad. 
Furthermore, this credit had to be 
repaid abroad and flowed from a 
transaction concluded and imple- 
mented abroad. With so many fac- 
tors connnecting the transaction to 
countries other than Israel, therefore 
it was not too difficult to ton- 
clude, Justice Many held, that the 
dncome from the interest recejved 
by the forelgn suppliers did not ac- 
crue in Israel, nor was it derived 
from Israel, with the meaning of 
section 2 of the Income Tax Ordi- 
nance. 

‘The appeal should, therefore, be 
dismissed. 

Appeal dismissed with IL750 costs. 
Judgment given on October 26, 
1971.

Peres: No preferences in 
future car industry

Government policy .towards the 
local vehicle manufacturing indus- 
try, from now on, will avold giving 
preference to one plant over an- 
other.

Asher Yadlin: economy 
can’t afford higher wages

TEL AVIV. — Mr. Asher Yadlin, 
Secretary of Hevrat Ovdim, the His- 
tadrut holding company, sald yester- 
day that the Minister of Finance 
had offered the workers “about all 
that the national economy can 
afford.” 


Speaking to The Jerusalem Post, 
Mr, Yadlin said that anything above 
what has been offered already could 
only be determined by individual 
enterprises. 

“We must understand once and 
for all that it is the economy which 
Sets the standard of living, and not 
vice versa,” he declared. 

Mr. Yadlin noted that industry is 
already committed to a six per cent 
rise in salaries next year. But the 
profit margin has already dropped 
to a dangerous low, he said. 

Mr. Yadlin advocated raising the 
ceiling for cost-of-living allowances 
from IL700 per month to 114,200 in 
order to give. professionals “a real 
edge.” The wage differential be- 
tween professionals and other sa- 
laried workers has virtually disap- 
peared, he said. 

“A gkilled worker earns IL1,100 
per month, counting premiums and 
overtime;. while an engineer in the 
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same plant is: paid 111,300. Even 
ἃ manager of Koor does not get 
more than that.” 

Meanwhile, ‘the Civil Service 
Union Secretariat yesterday decided 
to demand that the ceiling for 
cost-of-Hving allowances be raised 
from IL700 to 111,200. 

The Secretariat also resolved to 
ask the Histadrut to redefine the 
responsibilities of a netional union in 
such a way as to Make i a “re- 
resentative workers’ organization” 
acceptable under the jaw to dec- 
Ια strikes. At present, only the 
Histadrut Executive may call a 
nationwide strike. 

Mr. Maim Kohn, secretary of 
the Civil Service Union, said the 
Treasury had agreed to pay 20 per 
cent overtime {instead of 10 p.c.)

US. hurts self by pushing 
for Suez Canal reopening

TEL AVIV. — Herut Chairman Me- 
nabem Begin yesterday advised the 
USS. it was undermining tts own 
interests and those of the free world 
by pressing for the reopening of the 
Suez Cahal on Soviet terms. 

Addressing the Herut General 
‘Council here, Mr. Begin declared 
that the UJS. was seriously mistaken 
if it thought opening the Canal 
would. expedite the end of the Viet- 
nam War. Mr. Begin said he was 
surprised that Israel's re; nta- 
tives in the U.S. had not pointed 
out in a loud volce that “by stand- 
ing on the Canal, Israel saved the 
lives of countless American soldiers 
in Vietnam.” 

‘By opening the Canal, he said, the 
U.S. would reduce the shipping time 
of Soviet arms to the Gulf of Ton- 
kin by 16 days, and bring on the 
day when the Communists, with 
Soviet ald, would overrun all of 
South Vietnam, 

The Herut leader urged the U.S. 


to provide Israel with defensive 
weapons that could counter the 
threat of Mig-23s. He based his re- 
quest on a “New York Times” re- 
port that Israel has uo answer to 
the Mig-23, and urged President 
Nixon to do 85 the late Pres, Ken- 
nedy had done in letting Israel have 
Hawk missiles to rectify the imba- 
lance of forces at the time.
